COLOMBO. June 27, [Agen- 
cies): Government security for- 
ces detained hundreds, of Tamil 
youth today in sweeps for 
guerrillas who reportedly have 
infiltrated the capital. 

Militan ofitciakalso called on 
2.500 T amil Tiger rebels believed 
trapped in an eastern jungle to 
surrender or risk an intensive air 
attack. 

On Monday and Tuesday, 
government air force planes 
firebombed and strafed rebel 
positions around a strategic 200- 
v ear-old fort in the northern city 
of Jaffna, the rebel stronghold. A 
rebel statement claimed hun- 
dreds of buildings had been set 
on fire and that civilians were 
killed in the raids. 


Military officials said today 
that leaflets had been dropped on 
civilian areas around the fort 
warning residents to withdraw to 
safer ground. The leaflets said 
authorities intended to use “all 
the resources al their command' 1 
to relieve the fort. 

Fighting between government 
forces and Liberation Tigers 
began June 12 when the rebels 
staged simultaneous attacks on 
four military camps in eastern Sri 
Lanka, killing ui least 66 soldiers. 

Military officials said Sri 
Lanka will shortly receive six. 
more Italian made ground attack 
aircraft to bolster the air force’s 
ability to bomb and strafe rebel

India to cut 


trade deficit 


NEW DELHI. June 27. <Kima): 
India has been able to reduce its mas- 
sire iradedefial by almost half utilis- 
ing the remittance* sent by Indians 
working in the Gulf nations. 

India has been able 10 finance 40 
per cent of its balance of trade deficit 
through such inw-ard remittance dur- 
ing the first half of 1980. 

The figure comes to staggering 
$7.5 billion. The cummuladvc trade 
deficit that afflicted India from 1980- 
81 to 1986-87 comes to $324,630 
million or which 40 per cent forms 
$129,850 million that was oJT set 
through inward remittance. 

Pakistan's gain through inwards 
remittance in 1982-83 alone amoun- 
ted to S2.5 billion, while south Korea 
gained 1.9 billion dollars. 

Over one million Indians are 
engaged in various developmental 
protects in Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates and other 
Gulf nations. However, in the recent 
years there has not been any increase 
in number of Indians going to the 
Gulf. 

Most of the Indians now are work- 
ing as technicians . engineers, medical 
and other technical fields.

Childhood’s end 


India’s children are old 


NEW DELHI. India, June 27, lAP): Poverty, 
flliieracy, malnutrition and forced labour have 
robbed childhood from more than half of the 
children in India's capital, according to a recent 
Gnkef report. 

“Why should we call them children?'' asked 
“The Invisible Child." u Unicef report issued 
yesterday. “These children are grown ups. These 
children are old.” 

“The very notion of childhood is eroded by a 
hostile environment of poverty," the report said. 
It called on the Indian government to recognise 
tbe rights to literacy, health care, play and 
vocational training of New Delhi's children. 

Citing statistics on child labour, health care, 
infant mortality and education, the report paints 
an ugly picture of the life of a child in Delhi's 
slums, ft also highlights the plight of India's urban 
poor, often forgotten in this largely agricultural 
nation or 880 mtili on people. 

More than half of New Delhi's 8 million people 
inhabit the shanty towns, squatters huts and 
slums of ibis sprawling metropolis. While the 
average per capita income in the city is about 
RsT.OOO (S4I I ), in the slums the people make one- 
tenth that amount, the report said. 

According to the report, more than 500.000 
children, 80 per cent of them illiterate and many 
underfed, are forced to work in New Delhi. 

Abut 40,000 work as labourers, 20,000 in car 
repair shops, 30.000 in restaurants and 30,000 as 
shop assistants, the report said . Tens of thousa nds 
more work in one-room factories where labour 
safety regulations are not enforced. Others 
scratch by as rag pickers, shoeshine boys, news- 
paper sellers ana porters. 

Child labour is only outlawed in India for cer- 
tain hazardous jobs. Many of the children are 
bonded labour— latterday slaves, the report said. 

“The children ha ve to put up with long working 
hours, eight to 12 hours a day,” the report said. 
“They face verbal, physial and sexual abuse from 
most people who deal with them.” 

The necessity of work makes going to school 
impossible. The report said that a survey of 
parents m the slums indicated that less than 5 per 
cent wanted their children to stop working. They 
just wanted labour conditions to improve.’ 

Girls usually face the worst treatment, the study 


said, citing long-standing beliefs that girls are less 
valuable and provide less income to tbe family 
than boys. 

A survey or eight Delhi slums showed that girls 
had an infant mortality rate 2.4 times that of boys. 
72 per 1,000 compared to 30 per 1,000. Girls are 
yanked from school faster than boys, fed less and 
married early, the report said. 

Families are twice as apt to lake their boys to Lhe 
hospital than girls, the report said. 

“Girls find themselves fighting for survival in a 
world that denies them equal access to food, 
health care, education, employment and simple 
human dignity.** the report said. 

"I work like a machine,” says Parvati, a 13- 
year-old girl interviewed by Uniccf. Her parents 
leave her at home every day to look after her three 
siblings — an 1 1-year-oM brother and (wo sisters, 
8 and 3. 

The family, economic refugees from Bihar. 
India's poorest state, lives ina but near a construc- 
tion site where their father was recently employed. 

Parvati prepares rood, cares for her siblings 
when they gel sick and helps her mother as a maid. 
At dinnertime. Parvati is allowed to eat only half 
the food of her brother. 

“The only thing that makes me sad is when 
someone beats me," she says. 

The environment surrounding New Delhi's 
slums is also miserable. 

in many such areas, there is only one toilet for 
every 150 people and just one household in every 
1 56 has access to potable water, the report said. As 
little as 9 per cent of tbe children in one slum were 
immunised. 

Families live tn wooden shacks, with plastic 
roofs. About 35 percent of slum dwellers defecate 
in the open and 72 per cent dump their garbage on 
the streeL the report said. 

Those seeking health care are often forced to 


pay even though it is supposed to be free in India. 
But poor fumiliescan't afford bribes demanded by 


stale doctors. 

For playing spaces, the children have lots next 
ro septic tanks, dangerous railway tracks and 
Delhi’s Yamuna River. 

An estimated 540.000 litres (104.400) gallons) 
of sewage, most untreated, pours into the river 
everyday. 


Court moves to protect minors 


WASHINGTON. June 27. (AP): People charged 
with child abuse are not always entitled to a face-to- 
face confrontation with their young accusers, the 
Supreme Court ruled today. 


In a decision of enormous importance to child- 
abuse prosecutions across America, the court said 
the constitution allows for exceptions to such poten- 
tiallv trauma tic confrontations. 
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The decision will let states use 
some techniques to protect min- 
ors — particularly those called to 
testify against their accused 
abusers — from a face-to-face 
courtroom confrontation. 

More than half the states have 
enacted such measures already- 

By a 5-4 vote, the justices 
upheld the chiid-raoiesting con- 
viction of a Maryland day-care 
centre owner even though four 
young children were allowed to 
testify out of her presence. The 
children testified over one-way. 
closed-circuit television. 

But by a separate 5-4 vote, the 
court refused to reinstate an 
Idaho woman's child-abuse con- 
viction thrown out by the stale's 
highest court because the child 
did not testify. Rather, a 
pediatrician testfied at the trial 
about his interview with the two- 
year-old alleged victim.

90.000 Tamils, Sinhalese and 
Muslims were housed in 1 7 over- 
flowing refugee centres. Another 

80.000 fled eastern Batticaioa 
district. 

More than 100.000 are 
believed to have fled their homes 
in the north afid tibrtihwest. Tens 
of thousands more have aban- 
doned their homes hr villages and 
towns- -throughout the battle- 
scarred area. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross is working to 
transport 1,300 tons of food and 
medical supplies that the govern- 
ment will distribute to ref ugees in 
the north. 

Military officials said they 
believe Tamil Tiger guerrillas are 
moving into the south and plan- 
ning attacks against Sinhalese 
civilians as retribution for rebel 
losses in the north and east. 

On Wednesday police and

Plan to develop guided system 


NEW DELHI. June 27. 
(Reuter): India, pressing on with 
an ambitious guided-missile 
programme amid tensions with 
Pakistan, has successfully tested 
an anti-tank weapon, defence 
experts said yesterday. 

But they said the Nag missile 
was unlikely to be ready before 
1993 and could not immediately 
enhance India's military strength 
m a crucial area of warfare. 

The tests, pan of a plan to 
indigenously develop a guided- 
missile system by the mid-1990s, 
were announced at a trine of 
strained relations between India 
and Pakistan over a separatist 
revolt m Kashmir. 

The neighbouring states went 
to war over Kashmir in 1947 and 
1965. In 1971 a third war led to 
the creation of Bangladesh. 

An Indian Defence Ministry 
spokesman told Reuters Ute Nag 
anti-tank missile underwent tests 
over a period of several months, 
and its propulsion and guiding 
systems were operating success- 
fully. 

“Its induction (into the armed 
forces) is very much on schedule, 
but it requires more tests.” the 
spokesman added.

WASHINGTON, June 27,4 AP): 
AMudyby the US environmental 


agency says second-hand 
tobacco smoke is a human car- 


cinogen, causing about 3.800 
lung cancer deaths annually 
among the nation's non-smok- 
ers. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency study, which is in 
draft form and has noi been 
evaluated by the agency's defen- 
dcni independent science adv- 
isers, was quickly criticised by a 
Tobacco Industry Trade 
Association. 

A statement from the tobacco 
institute said in analysis by the 
agency 's science advisory board 
“is likely to significantly under- 
mine the very- basis of this draft.'* 

The study, prepared by the 
agency's office of research and 
development, said as evaluation 
of studies about environmental 
tobacco smoke, which origina tes 
from burning cigarettes, shows 
that it causes cancer among n On- 
smokers. 

This conclusion, the study 
said, "is hased on a total weight 
of evidence." 

The evidence includes what 
the report calls "detectable 
association at environmental 
exposure levels' ’ between cancer 
and non-smoking family mem- 
bers who live with a smoker. 

"With the population of 
women who arc Lifelong non- 
smokers," the study said, "the 
excess lung cancer risk of those 
married to a smoker is largely 
enough to be observed ." 

Twenty-four studies from 
eight countries provide no other 
broadly applicable explanation 


for the association between 
environmental tobacco smoke 
and lung cancer among non- 
■ smokers, the report said. 

Although only 30 per cent of 
the US adult population smokes, 
the study said, there are detecta- 
ble levels of cotinine, a metabolic 
product of nicotine, delected in 
the blood, salivu and urine of 50 
per cent to 75 per cent of non- 
smokers tested. 

Thecstiraateof3.800Iungcan- 
cer deaths annually among the 
nation's non-smokers, the study 
said, includes approximately 
1.750 females who have never 
smoked, 800 mules who have 
never smoked and 1,250 former 
smokers of both sexes. 

About 1 30,000 people will die 
of lung cancer every year. 85 per 
cent as a direct result of smoking. 
Smoking causes an estimated 
390,000 premature deaths a year 
when emphysema and car- 
diovascular deaths are added to 
the lung cancer lotuL according 
to government estimates. 

The environmental agency’s 
report said studies also have lin- 
ked cigarette smoking in the 
home with increased respiratory 
disorders among children, par- 
ticularly infants. 

The tobacco institute said the 
draft report has "technical 
problems and inadequacies" and 
suffers from "the lack of scien- 
tific support’." 

"The statistical manipulations 
represented by the EPA draft risk 
assessmentconstitule.at the very 
best, speculation without an 
adequate scientific founda- 
tions," the tobacco institute 
statement said.

The United States tends the world 
1 b tobacco exports, followed by 
Bruit, Greece, Italy and Zimbabwe, 
the report said. In 1987 the United 
States manufactured 689 blllloa 
cigarettes, second only to China’s 1.4 
triUion, aad US exports to Asia 
increased by 75 per cent io 1988 
alone. 

During the past two decades the 
report said, use of tobacco increased 
by about 75 percent globally, so that 
by 1986 an estimated one biffioa 
people smoked Arc trillion cigarettes 

A dramatic increase in smoking 
world-wide has been fostered b> US 
trade policies that ignore the health 
problems associated with tobacco, 
according to a report.

NEW YORK. June 27, 1 APj: The judge in the Central Park jogger ease 
has barred defence lawyers from introducing psychological reports on 
how unintelligent and suggestible their teen-age client* are. 


Three youths are charged with the rape and attempted murder of a 


fonalc runner on April IV. 1989. The charges are based in part on 
admission* they made to police after their arrests. 


Two or the youths' lawyers yesterday said the reports, prepared by 
psychologists hired by the defence, show the teen-ager* have intellects 


and personalities that would allow them to confess to crimes they 
not commit. 

During jury selection, each lawyer suggested that his client 
succumbed to lies, trickery and intimidation, and one alluded io I 
Prisoner* of War confess to things they are not guilty of. 

"Some people have a tendency lo act under pressure," said Micl 
Joseph, lawyer for defendant Aniron McCray. 15. He said the i 
vhological examinations of (he defendants look place within the j 
month. 


"I felt it was important for the 
jury to know how my client 
scored on his mietiigence tests, 
his IQ," Joseph said. 

Judge 'lttomas Gallipan den- 
ied the applications matte yester- 
day on behalf of defendants 
McCray. Raymond Santana, 16, 
and Yuscf Salaam. 16. He all- 
owed the statements the youths 
gave to police to be used as 
evidence. 

The teen-agers allegedly were 
part of a larger gang of youths 
who rampaged through Central 
Park the night of April 19 last 
year, randomly assaulting or try- 
ing tuussauH at least eight people 
they encountered. 

They are charged with attemp- 
ted murder, rape, sexual abuse, 
assault, robbery- and riot in con- 
nection with an attack on a 
woman who was jogging in the 
park that night, and on two men 
who were not as badly injured. 

The woman, an investment 
banker who was then 28, was 
gang-raped, savagely beaten, 
and left naked and near death in a 
puddle of mud and blood. 

She survived, but suffered 
brain damage and "has no 
recollection of what happened to 
her that night," assistant district 
attorney Elizabeth Ledcrer told 
the jury in her opening 
statement. 

The youths are being tried in 
an adult court, but if convicted 
they will be sentenced as juvenile 
offenders to up to 10 years in 
prison. 

Three other youths are to 
stand trial on the same charges 
later this year. 

Meanwhile, Mayor David

Sirhan is serving a life term in prison. He 
was sentenced to death in 1969, but the sen- 
tence was reduced to life imprisonment in 
1972 after the state Supreme Court struck 
down the death penalty.

LONDON. June 27. t AP): Chin- 
ese dissident Fane Lizhi. freed by 
a government apparently eager 
ttMmp rove ties with the WesL 
said yesterday he will continue to 
work for “progress and develop- 
ment" in China. 

Fang and his wife. Li Shuxian. 
arrived in Britain Monday night 
after the Chinese government 
agreed to permit them to leave 
their refuge in the US embassy in 
Beijing. 

The" couple had sought refuge 
there after the Chinese govern- 
ment's June 4. I9S9. military 
crackdown on the pro- 
democracy movement. 

“As citizens of China, we hope 
to do whatever we can in the 
future to help China's continuing 
progress and development." 
Fung said in a statement issued 
through the Royal Society in 
London. 

The statement was issued after 
the socictv cancelled tentative 
plans to present Fang at a news 
conference. 

Fang's statement said he and 
his wife were looking forward to 
a few days of quiet to “rest and 
recuperate, and to have some 
medical tests." 

"The past year has been dif- 
ficult for us. but we have received 
strong support from the inter- 
national scientific community 
and friends everywhere/* the 
statement said. 

M> wife and I would also like 
to express our heartfelt apprecia- 
tion to President (George) Bush, 
ambassador (James) Lilley. and 
the staff at the US embassy in 
Beijing."

TAIPEI. Taiwan, June 27, (AP): 
Politicians and academics meet 
tomorrow to try to defuse a con- 
stitutional crisis by agreeing on a 
more democratic system that would 
challenge four decades of one-party 
rule. 

An opposition leader predicted 
violence could result if the national 
affairs conference fails to find a way 
to gi ve more power to n alive T aiwan- 
ese, who have been dominated by the 
ruling Nationalist Party that 
retreated to this island from main- 
land China in 1949. 

President Lee Teng-Hui called for 
the conference in March after wide- 
spread public demonstrations 
demanding the scrapping of the sys- 
tem that has preserved the National- 
ists' look on power. 

“We would pay a very painful 
price should the conference fall to set 
the direction of reforms in accor- 
dance with public expectations,'' said 
Chen Yung-Hsina, acting chairman 
of the nation's largest opposition 
group, the Democratic Progressive 
Party. He warned of violent demon- 
strations in case of a deadlock. 

The one-week meeting will be 
attended by 150 delegates, including 
SO members of the ruling party and 
16 representatives from the DPP.

SYDNEY. June 27, (AP): Chinese 
students fearing reprisals in their 
homeland will be allowed to stay in Aus- 
tralia at least another four years, but at the 
cost of 10 per cent of all immigrants all- 
owed into the country, officials said today.

Unrest 
may lead 
to exodus 
of firms 


MANILA, June 27, (AP): 
Political unrest, economic ins- 
tability and government red-tape 
have begun driving multinational 
firms from the Philippines, and 
may lead to an exodus in tire next 
two years* business leaders say. 

Du ring the past five months, 1 1 
multinational corporations have 
moved their regional headquar- 
ters from Manila to other coun- 
tries, such as Malaysia, Indonesia 
and Thailand, whose governments 
offer better incentives and a more 
stable business climate. 

Those who have left include 
such major firms as Yoest Alpine 
AG, General Electric, Mitsui 
Bank Ltd„ GTE Directories 
Corp„ Irving Trust Co., and Syn- 
tex Pharmaceuticals. 

Of the 120 multinationals that 
still maintain regional offices 
here, 40 have made inquiries about 
relocating to other Southeast 
Asian countries, business sources 
said. 

Those figures belie claims by 
President Corazon Aquino's 
government that the country 
offers a favourable efimate for 
international firms. 

Interest in relocating from the 
Philippines accelerated after a 
failed conp attempt last December 
in which 1 13 people were killed. 

The nine-day putsch took place 
a few weeks after Aqnino toured 
the United States and Canada, 
promising b usiness leaders that 
the armed threat to her govern- 
ment had been overly dramatised 
by the press and 'her political 
opponents. 

Many key leaders of the failed 
bid remain at large and have 
vowed another conp. 

An Austrian executive, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said most mnftinatiooals have 
established contingency funds in 
case it becomes necessary to 
evacuate on short notice. 

Bnanessmen also complained 
about the breakdown in infras- 
tructure, including electricity and 
water shortages, a chaotic inter- 
national airport, shoddy tele- 
phones, a painfully stow postal 
service and bureaucratic red tape. 

Guenther BernokL regional 
director of Knapp Machinen tech- 
oik Gmbfa, described the inef- 
ficiencies as “small things that 
make yon fed up with the whole 
Situation because they block oar 
daily operations.” 

By contrast, Hong Kong and 
Singapore have “well developed 
transportation and communica- 
tions infrastructures, besides 
other amenities incorporate 
operations such as minimal gover- 
nment red tape, tax and travel 
incentives, tow crime rates and 
equitable treatment of local and 
foreign companies,” said a report 
by the Philippine Association of 
Multinational Companies’ 1 
regional headquarters.

Chinese journalist-in-exile 


WASHINGTON, June 27, (Reuter): His memoirs 
have won rave reviews, he has been Interviewed on 
US television and bis name is in newspapers from 
Washington to Los Angeles. 

To any other writer, this might spell success. But 
Liu Binyan, a leading Chinese journalisi-in-crile. has 
already had success. Now he wants to go home. 

Liu knows that may be impossible. 

“My readers are all back in China, so 1 would like 
to go back,'* Liu told Reuters in an interview in 
Chinese, which his wife. Zhu Hong, translated. 

“But after June 4 ( the day in 1989 when the com- 
munist leadership sent troops and tanks into Tianan- 
men Square in Beijing to crush pro-dcmocracy 
demonstrations) — I spoke very outspokenly and, of 
course, the Chinese authorities were very angry at me 
and said that I had denounced them in the papers. 

“They say l am a traitor.” 

As an investigative reporter for China Youth News 
and People's Daily, Liu specialised in stories of 
government corruption and waste, (Deluding vivid 
portraits of those who suffered as a result. 

DescribmgthecaUousrtessofdoctors, for example, 
he wrote: “In our society, there are those who only 
remember to cany their work certificates, their iden- 
tification badges, but leave their hearts behind." 

Liu's writings brought the kind of Tame few jour- 
nalists achieve. MilHons of readers would buy a 
newspaper on the strength of his byline, and 
ultimately this popularity attracted dangerous atten- 
tion from the government, 

“Until he lefi China, he was clearly the most 
prominent journalist and was particularly well- 
known forgoing after corruption and exposmg it in a 
very unconventional way,” said Winston Lord, for- 
mer US ambassador in Beijing- 


Criticised as “bourgeois” and “individualistic” for 
committing such seemingly innocuous acts as whis- 
tling when he walked up stairs, Liu was purged from 
the Chinese Communist Party in 19S7, rehabilitated 
22 years later, then purged again in 1987. 

Throughout those times — when he was sent to the 
countryside as a manure-carrier and to perform other 
menial jobs — Liu believed in the theory of Chinese 
communism if not its practice. 

“The Chinese Communist Party seemed to lay 
great stress on the human factor, emphasising the - 
subjective as a motivating force; at least it did in its 
theories and slogans," Liu wrote in his autobiogra- 
phy “A Higher Kind of Loyalty.” 

“But in reality, in China, human beings were of . 
little importance ... the masses had become com- 
pletely apathetic to public affairs, and the workers, 
the : so-called masters or the enterprises, were totally, 
uninterested in their work." 

He accepted a fellowship at Harvard University In 
1988-89, and planned to return to China as the pro- . 
democracy movement was blossoming m April 1989. 
Events at Tiananmen Square postponed ttis return .. 
indefinitely. _ 

Since then, Liu hits spent a term at Trimly College . 
in Connecticut and will beat Princeton University in 
New Jersey next year.

MONROVIA, June 27. (AP): 
Soldiers fired in the air and beai 
demonstrators with rifle butts 
today to disperse a march by 
thousands of people demanding 
that President Samuel Doe 
resign to end a six-month-old 
civil war. 

Witnesses said that troops had 
shot at the protesters, but those 
reports could not be immediately 
confirmed. 

There were no immediate 
word on casualties. 

Reporters who sought shelter 
in a shantytown near the Barclay 
Training centre barracks where 
the shooLing started heard 
numerous commands to cease 
fire. But the commands were foll- 
owed by bursts of gunfire from 
M-16 rifles and screams from 
protesters and otherciviltans try- 
ing to flee. 

A US embassy official said 
several injuries from gunfire were 
confirmed but no deaths 
immediately could be confirmed 
after the incident, which hap- 
pened around 1000 GMT. 

After the troops opened fire, 
soldiers went on a shooting spree 
in the streets of Monrovia, firing 
submachine guns wildly to dis- 
perse demonstrators, said the 
embassy official. 

By early afternoon the situa- 
tion appeared to be calming 


down as citizens began to creep 


onto the streets to try and fun 
their way home. 

“They were shooting in the air 
at random with AK-4Ts, Uzi’s 
and M-16*s.” said the US 
embassy official. “If you were 
out on the streets you just ran for 
your life.” 

At one point military police 
tried to stop the rampaging 
troops but the MP*s were ignored 
by the soldiers, witnesses said. 

Some witnesses, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said 
they saw several of the demon- 
strators fall after the troops 
began firing. Some of the prote- 
sters apparently fell into open 
drains during the stampede. 

Other witnesses said they saw 
soldiers beating marchers at the 
front of the procession with rifle 
butts while dispersing the 
protest. 

The march, the second in as 
many days, was organised by the 
citizens' Committee For 
Democracy and Peace, which 
includes members of student 
unions, trade unions and civic 
organisations. Thousands tur- 
ned out for the protest. 

Rebels who have captured 
most of the country since they 
began fighting in December are 
demanding Doe's resignation. 
Protesters have taken up that 
rallying cry, hoping such a move 


would end the fighting.

Abortion bill: The Louisiana Senate 
approved a bill that prohibits abortion even in 
cases of rape and incest. 

The bill, passed Tuesday by rhe State House 
of Representatives last week, would send doc- 
tors convicted of performing abortions to 
prison for 10 years of hard labour. It would be 
the toughest state abortion law in the country. 

The house will get the bill again, possibly as 
early as Wednesday, to vote on amendments the 
senate added to clarify that abortion would be 
allowed to save the life of the mother. 

Then it would head to Gov. Buddy Roerner, 
who has promised to veto the bill in its present 
form. (AP)

ROCHESTER, New York, June 27, 
(AP): Gunmen have stolen more than 
S10 million in one of the largest 
armoured car robberies in US history, 
authorities said. 


“It certainly was planned — noques- 
tion about that — and was obviously 
rather successful,” local sheriff Andrew 
P. Meloni said of the robbery that 
occurred yesterday morning when two 
armoured car employees stopped for 
breakfast. 


The thieves escaped with $10.8 
million, law enforcement authorities 
told the Rochester Times-Union news- 
paper. Meloni said he could not con- 
firm the amount. 

The theft could be the second largest 
of its kind in US history. 


The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion's public affairs office in Washing- 
ton, D.C., said its records indicate the 
largest theft from an armoured car in 
US history was $11 million taken in 
1982 from a sentry armoured Car 
Courier Co. office in the New York 


city. In 1983, $7 million was stolen from 
a Wells Fargo armoured car office in 


Hartford, Connecticut

Widespread torture and killings in post-coup Sudan reported

MANNHEIM, West Germany, 
r- June 27, (AP): A state court 
today convicted a West German 
industrialist of helping build a 
poison gas factory in Libya and 
sentenced him to five years in 
prison. 

Juergen Hippensiiel-Imm- 
hausen, described by 
prosecutors as a “merchant of 
death,” was found guilty of tax 
evasion and violating* export 
laws in connection with his ties to 
a plant at the Libyan city of 
Rabta, south of Tripoli. 

Libyahas said that the plant at 
Rabta was intended for produc- 
ing pharmaceuticals, but US and 
West German officials have said 
it was built to manufacture 
poison gas. 

Chief JudgeJuergen Henniger 
said evidence showed the plant 
\ was “dearly intended for the 
production of chemical warfare 
agents.” including mustard gas 
and other poison gases. 

Henniger said that Hippen- 
steil-Immhausen also was aware 
of the plant’s purpose even 
before he signed the contract in 
1984 to build it for Libyan leader 
Col Muammar fChaddafi.

World Cup cools off 

Violence in Beirut 


BEIRUT. June 27. tUPI): On the devastated 
line that divides Beirut, four militiamen put 
their rifles aside, plugged a small coloured 
television set (o the battery of their tank and sal 
to watch t he World Soccer Cup games. 

These militiamen, like most ofthe Lebanese, 
have always found a certain charm in the World 
Cup that grants them a break from the daily 
viulencc 

•'It scents as if the World Cup is the only 
magical power that subdues violence in 
Lebanon/' said a militia official who requested 
anonymity, “when the games start, there is no 
time for fighting.” 

Civilians too, know very well that when the 
World Cup games start they would enjoy a lull. 

“{ feel relieved when Uw world Cup starts. I 
know 1 don't have to worry about my family. 
The gunmen will be loo busy to shell or to 
fight.” said Leila. 38. a housewife in Muslim 
west Beirut. 

During the World Cup 86. there were major 
confrontations in Beirut and tens of people 
were being killed or wounded every day. But 
when the time of the game approached, heavy 
cuns and small guns, all fell silent. 

This year the atmosphere is more relaxed. A 
fierce battle that erupted five months ago in 
Christian east Beirut has recently turned into 
seatterred skirmishes after the rivals agreed on 
a truce. 

The general calm has hightened the World 
Cup fever among the militiamen and the 
civilians. All fend (» forget about wars only to 
indulge themselves in u different kind of com- 


petition. 

While rival militiamen stop directing gunfire 
at each other, they would open fireimo the skies 
in jubilation when their favourite team wins or 
scores a goal. 

Gunmen as wdJ as civilians have decorated 
their shell-pocked apartment houses in both 
parts of (he capital with flags of Brazil, West 
Germany and Italy — the favourite world 
teams among Lebanese. 

“This is not strange of Lebanese,” said Has- 
an* 45, a journalist, “soccer has always been 
the most reputed game in Lebanon. Its fans still 
boast that the Lebanese team beat one of the 
strongest Soviet teams before the beginning of 
the civil war in 1975” at the national stadium in 
southern Beirut that was demolished bv Israeli 
planes in 1982. 

Every four years, the World Cup succeeds in 
shuffling alliances between the Lebanese who 
are divided along sectarian lines. 

Often Muslim and Christian gunmen in both 
sectors of Beirut forget their rivalries and sup- 
port the same team. 

“When West Germany beat Holland two 
daysafp, rival militiamen in the apposite sides 
of Beirut's demarcation line, fired their 
machineguns — noi against each other - in the 
air to celebrate.” said Hassan. 

Civilians are not less enthusiastic than 
militiamen. Most ofthe residents of Beirut keep 
their electric generators roaring until the early 
hours of the morning to watch hue games 
transmitted directly from Italy.

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Kuwaiti imports from GCC states valued at KD18.5m 

Exports amount to KD7.8m 


THE value of Kuwaiti exports to GCC 
countries during the month of May 1990 
amounted to about KD7.8 million while 
imports from these countries during the 
same period amounted to about KDI8.5, 
according to a statistical bulletin issued by 
the customs department. 

The bulletin added that the Kuwdti 
exports consists of agricultural and lives- 
tock products in addition to industrial 
output and natural resources. During the 


same period Kuwait’s imports from Saudi 
Arabia amounted to about K D 8 million in 
addition to about KD7.4 million worth of 
goods from United Arab Emirates (UAE). 

Transit trade 

Meanwhile, the bulletin showed that 
Kuwaiti exports to UAE and Bahrain 
amounted KDI.9 million and KD71 1.296 
respectively. It added that Kuwait's 
imports from Bahrain had amounted to 


about KD1.6 million, which represented 
goods of Bahraini origin, in addition to 
about KD 888,330 goods of foreign origin. 

During the same period Kuwait impor- 
ted from Qatar some consumer goods 
estimated at KD 1 million while Kuwaiti 
exports to this country during Lhe same 
period amounted to about KD530,000. 

For Oman, Kuwaiti exports during the 
said period amounted to about 
KD320.000 while Omani exports to 


Kuwait amounted to about KD224.000. 

On the other hand another statistical 
bulletin on the transit movement between 
Kuwait and the other GCC countries 
clarified that the volume of this kind of 
trade amounted to about 191,794 tons 
with the total value of about KDI8.3 
million, while, the transit trade from 
Kuwait to the member states amounted to 
about 33,000 tons with a total value of 
about KD 7.8 millions. 


Saudi-lran rift 

Alawi 
expects 
reconciliation 
next year 

AB U DHABI, June 27, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia and Iran were con- 
tinuing to meet and could agree 
to end their two-year break in 
relations next year, Oman's Min- 
ister of slate for Foreign Affairs 
said. 

'‘Contacts between the two 
countries have achieved tangible 
results, but not about every- 
thing," Youssef Bin Alawi 
Abdullah was quoted by the 
United Arab Emirates News- 
paper Al-Khaleej as saying. 

“But next year, at the latest, 
the picture will be different." he 
told the newspaper. 

Riyadh cut ties with Tehran in 
1988 following an anti-Western 
riot in Makkan in 1987 when 400 
people, mainly Iranian pilgrims, 
were killed in clashes with Saudi 
security forces. 

Saudi Arabia, long at odds 
with Iran over its fundamentalist 
Islamic policies, is sending 40 C- 
130 transport planes loaded with 
earthquake relief aid to Tehran. 

King Fahd ordered the airlift 
after sending a rare message on 
Saturday to Iranian Fresndem 
Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani 
expressing condolences for the 
quake victims. 

Oman has played a major role 
in mediating between the two 
sides, and in efforts to reach a 
Final peace between former 
belligerents Iran and Iraq, which 
agreed a ceasefire in 1988. 

Alawi, who has visited Iran 
several times, said that Iran and 
Iraq had narrowed theirdifferen- 
ces. 

Last month, Rafsanjani said 
he looked forward to better ties 
with Saudi Arabia, and also said 
he welcomed Iraqi peace moves. 


Bahrain paper 
urges Arab 
sanctions 
against US 

BAHRAIN, June 27, (Reuter): 
A Bahraini paper yesterday sup- 
ported a call by a Saudi Arabian 
Prince for Arab economic sanc- 
tions against the United States if 
it did not reverse a decision to 
suspend talks with PLO. 

“We support Prince T urki Bin 
Abdul Aziz A1 Saud's bold call 
and we urge (Arabs) to draw 
plans to boycott America and 
implement them," the daily, 
Akhbar Al-KhaJeej, said in an 
editorial. 

Prince Turki, a brother of 
Saudi Monarch King Fahd, said 
in Orlando, Florida, on June 24 
that his country would impose 
economic sanctions if Washing- 
ton did not resume talks with the 
PLO. 

“If the American administra- 
tion does not hurry up and 
correct this. I would call on Arab 
nations to do something like 
this," he said. 

The paper said an Arab 
boycott against Washington 
would be a natural response as 
long as it remained biased 
toward Israel. 

US President George Bush 
ordered the suspension of talks 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation after it failed to 
condemn a foiled Palestinian 
seaborne attack on Israel on 
May 30. 


Medicine market 

PARTICIPANTS at the third 
Arab Union for Medicines and 
Medical Requirements Man- 
ufacturers Symposium called for 
the establishment of a joint Arab 
medicine market and increase the 
rate of manufactured medicine in 
Arab markets from 34 to 60 per 
cent before the end of 2000. 

During the final session of the 
symposium participants urged 
Arab countries to declare the 
holding of a joint medicine 
market as soon as possible. 

They also called upon Arab 
health ministers to implement 
decisions issued by their council 
meetings regarding the registra- 
tion of medicines m addition to 
issuing necessary directives for 
this purpose in order to facilitate 
a better flow of medicine through 
out the Arab world. 

Representatives from 
medicine factories at Arab states 
participated in the symposium 
which lasted three days.

Polio 

Oman 

declares 

itself 

free 

MUSCAT. June 27, (AP): Oman 
declared itself free of polio yes- 
terday. two years after an out- 
break that crippled 100 children. 

“We have been clear more 
than a year, there has not been 
one reported case of polio since 
the control of the outbreak,” 
Prof M.S. El Buaty. director- 
general of curative services at the 
Ministry of Health told the 
Associated Press. 

"A programme of more 
frequent immunisation and 
intensive surveillance appears to 
have contained the disease.'’ he 
said. 

US scientists from the Centre 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, 
Georgia were called in to inves- 
tigate the situation in the s umm er 
of 1988 after the sudden out- 
break of polio cases in young 
children in remote villages in the 
northern interior. 

The office of the World Health 
Organisation's eastern Medi- 
terranean region was also altered 
as military and police medical 
services assessed taeexteatof the 
outbreak. 

"We were particularly distur- 
bed to find children under three 
months were infected," El Buaiy 
said. 

“Immediate action was to 
start polio dosing at birth, offer a 
booster dose to all children under 
five in the country, and call in 
investigators from Atlanta.” 

He said that the Atlanta team 
studiesshowed that a virus, from 
outside the country was respon- 
sible for the outbreak. 

"One hundred children were 
paralysed as a result because 
their antibody levels were low," 
he said. 

El Buaiy referred to a 
"paradox" because at that time 
Oman's child immunisation 
campaign had covered more 
than 80 per cent of all children. 

We can only believe that in the 
few that were missed, a pool of 
susceptibles was created, all of 
them waiting to be infecied/’he 
said. 

Medical teams were still mon- 
itor! ng the stricken villages 
closely under new nation-wide 
surveillance procedures ins- 
tigated since the outbreak, El 
Buaiy added. 

Following the Atlanta team's 
report, vaccination frequency 
had been increased, he said. In 
addition to doses at birth, and at 
three, five and seven months old, 
immunisation was advised at six 
weeks. 


Licence lending a 
lucrative enterprise 

Nationals prefer fixed incomes 


THE concept of renting com- 
mercial licences originated with 
the dependence "upon 
expatriates' commercial 
initiatives to manage comerciaJ 
enterprises during the past few 
decades. 

With lhe obvious success of 
the business acumen of 
expatriates in the post-boom of 
the oil era, the two-way benefits ' 
accruing to Kuwaiti commercial 
licence holders and expatriate 
lessors, this method of renting 
out commercial licences has 
become “an acceptable and 
lucrative enterprise in itself." 

Merchants indicated that a 
specific group of citizens have 
become highly dependen t on ren- 
ting commercial licences as it 
forms an additional source of 
income. They said that most 
individuals in this group belong 
to the limited income group. 

Conversely, a section of mer- 
chants said that essentially 
licence owners are prone to risks 
in the eventuality that the lessor 
violates any sections of the com- 
mercial law. A group of mer- 
chants pointed out that licence 
owners should thoroughly 
scrutinise any documents they 
sign with the licence users to 
avoid malpractices. 

Another set of merchants said 
that most licence owners do not 
have the experience needed to 
enter any form of trade and con- 
sequently prefer to rent their 
licences. They added that such a 
“mod us- operand i” will not have 
any side effects if proper restric- 
tions are instituted to safeguard 
interests of both parties 
involved. 

Problems 

Merchants spoke about the 
United Arab Emirates system 
which permits al) individuals to 
practice any commercial activity 
with some conditions and restric- 
tions. They said that applying the 
same system in Kuwait will 


many problems in the 
. This will encourage 


create 

local market, 
expatriates to enter professions 
which Kuwaitis cannot engage 
in. due to the lack of experience. 
Consequently, this will have 
negative effect on the govern- 
ment's concern to bringingabout 
an equation in the population 
imbalance. 

They pointed out that the rise 
in the number of educated 
nationals has automatically led 
to lesser number of rented licen- 
ces. Many Kuwaiti youths are 
now capable of managing their 
own commercial businesses 
without the assistance of 
expatriates. This trend should be 
encouraged by the government 
and in this context, the applica- 
tion of the “free-system of com- 
merce” as practised in the UAE 
wili not be conducive to the 
Kuwaiti scenario. They 
reiterated that the large number 
of rented licences to expatriates 
reflects the population structure 
in the country. 

Merchants stated that many 
professional and commercial 
practices in Kuwait such as the 
spare parts business has been 
adopted by a specific group of 
expatriates who have benefited 
the local market with their 
experience. 

One of the merchants pointed 
out that it is necessary for licence 
owners to rent their licences 
because they are not well 
experienced in that particular 
field. He added that this will 
create problems for licence 
owners. 

Another merchant, Ghanem 
Hillal indicated that renting 
commercial licences is organised 
bn a yearly basts between bqtii 
sides. He pointed out that the 
whole country follows the same 
system. 

Another section of market 
experts stressed that there is no 
sped fie sty !e of calculating p rofi t 


percentage between licence 
owners and users. They added 
most licence users pay an annual 
fixed rent to the owner of the 
licence. They believe that some 
licence users tend to adopt the 
feeling that they entirely own 
their businesses due to the fact 
that licence owners do not invest 
in the business. 

A section of merchants poin- 
ted out that a big number of 
Kuwaiti government employees 
who are not permitted to open 
any form of commercial business 
have rented licences to work in 
that trade during the afternoons. 
Others stressed that Kuwaiti 
government employees owning 
companies are practicing trade 
through commercial licences 
owned by their wives or mothers. 
Employees who have failed to 
obtain commercial licences can 
obtain licences under Lhe name of 
their wives. 

Activity 

Fees for renting a licence is 
according to the size of activity. 
Some experts stated t hut con- 
tracting and general trade licence 
rentals may reach to several 
thousand dinars while it wili not 
exceed KD200 in some simple 
trades. 

A number of licence users 
stated that they rented their 
licences on an annual basis 
adding that if it wasn't for them 
the market would have been 
inactive. They pointed out that 
some huge shops operate tinder 
the coyer of sponsor’s. Some 
expatriates may rent licences to 
Open their own business as a 
precaution m case they lose their 
'original toWs/’ 1 : y ;" !.

Paaet to accept more than 
4,000 pupils in first semester 


DEAN of Students and Training Affairs at the Public Authority for 
Applied Education and T raining, (Paaet) HcshamAl Mutawasaid that 
the authority will accept more than 4,000 students during the first 
semester, who will be distributed among various colleges and centres. 
He added that this includes general secondary graduates. 

In an interview with a local daily, he indicated that the authority will 
start receiving applications for admission from July 7 to 25 next. 
Applications will he received at the Admissions Co-ordination Office at 
the Commercial Studies College for boys in Hawalli located opposite to 
the Qadsiya Sports Club from 4-8 pm. 

He pointed out that expatriate students who have secured above 90 
per cent will be accepted by the authority. 

He added that the authority will receive applications from female 
expatriate students who obtained a minimum of 85 per cent in their 
general secondary exams to the Nursing College. He said that accepting 
applicants papers does not necessarily mean admission to the auth- 
ority. He stressed that all applicants for the nursing section al the 
authority will have to go through an inteiYiew for final acceptance. 

Results 

He pointed out that the authority will declare admission results for 
the first stage which include Kuwaitis on Wednesday. August 22. 1 990. 
On the other hand, acceptance results for the second stage which 
includes Kuwaiti and non-Kuwait students will be announced Tues- 
day, Sept II. 1990. 

Director of the Admissions Office at the authority, Ahmad- Al 


Hussaini said that acceptance rates for this academic year will be similar 
to those of last year. 

Regarding conditions of acceptance inside authority colleges, he 
added that applicants should be Kuwaitis and Arab expatriates.’ He 
indicated that the authority will only accept I? per cent expatriates 
from the total number of students. He added that admission tests for 
student who applied for admission at specific colleges will be held from 
July 31 to August S, 1990. He stressed that student applicants should 
provide the highest number of academic interests in their applications 
in order to obtain better opportunities for acceptance. 

Pass rates 

Meanwhile, statistics published by Lhe Organising and Control 
Committee for the General Secondary Certificates of the science 
section indicate a significant advance in the level of students 
achievements al all educational areas. 

The general pass percentage in Ahmadi Educational Area registered 
63.3 percent. Jahra 65.2, Hawalli 87-3, the Capital 80.7 and Farwaniya 
74.9 per cent. At government-schools it registered 84 per cent. 

However, statistics indicated a low level of Kuwaiti students amoun- 
ted to 58.8 percent as compared to 79.9 percent for their non- Kuwaiti 
counterparts. 

The low percentage among Kuwaitis, is attributed to the results of 
the elderly on the general result. Girls schools took the highest pass 
rates and statistics indicated that six government schools obtained 1QQ 
percent pass rates.

Fathers of juvenile thieves sign behaviour pledge 


THE minors Court ruled in a verdict 
that the fathers of two minor thieves 
pledge to straighten their behaviour 
and carefully look after their children. 
The court was told that the two boys, 
each aged about 13 years, were appre- 
hended and accused of carrying out a 


number of car thefts. During interroga- 
tions. the boys confessed carrying out 
the thefts and particularly a certain 
theft in which KD 340 was stolen from a 
parked car. In the court however, they 
denied the charges and claimed they 
were forced to confess by the police who 


beat them. The criminal evidences 
department said in its report that the 
fingerprints found in the car resemble 
those of one of the two boys. For lhal 
the court, considering their young ages, 
asked their fathers to sign a pledge 
promising to look after them belter. 


One month, deportation 

for thief: The criminal court sen- 
tenced a man to one month imprison- 
ment to be Followed with deportation 
from Kuwait for entering a diwaniya 
and stealing money. The court was told 


that the man noticed that diwaniyas are 
always kept open and realising there 
was no one inside, entered thediwaniya 
with the aim to steal. But the owner of 
the diwaniya caughL him. At the police 
station the accused said he did not steal 
anything but the brother of the owner 


informed the police that his small bug 
containing money was missing. The 
court said that entering the house only 
is not a crime but entering the house 
with the intention to carTy oul a crime is 
punishable by law. 










US being made aware of lost Arab business 


Efforts to offset pro-Israel lobby 


WASHINGTON, June 27, (Kuna;: The 
new director of the US- Arab Chamber of 
Commerce, Sherif Sedki, is in the Arab 
Gulf this week hoping to help reverse 
serious declines in business due largely to 
heavy lobbying by partisans of Israel. 

The pro-Israeli lobbying (and Sedki's 
efforts to offset iUcomeata timeofmouni- 
ing disincentives for American business- 
men. 

Sedki and fellow US-Arab chamber 
official and trade expert Jean A bin ade rare 
now in Kuwait for a week's visit that also 
takes them to Bahrain. ' 

Kuwait Chamber of Commerce 
executives Salah Marzouk and Majid 
Jamaladin are Sedki and Abinadcr's 
official hosts in Kuwait and will help them 
renew old ties or make new ones, accord- 
ing to Sedki. 

The Arab- American pair also are meet- 
ing highranking Kuwaiti government 
officials, US Embassy trade experts and 
others active in formulating and promot- 
ing bilateral trade, Sedki added. 

As Sedki explained it to Kuna, “The 
purpose of the trip was to establish com- 
munication" with Arab counterparts in 
the trade sphere, and “to see how our 


chamber can better serve and help 
promote trade between the ... countries." 

Sedki pointing to a Kuwaiti trade 
exhibit, said “we’ve had experience in the 
past where we can use (such) exhibits to 
enhance business and trade climate by 
setting up conferences where people can 
meet each other." 

Among other things. Sedki and other 
Arab trade experts said the Kuwaiti 
exhibit and a very popular show on Saudi 
Arabia several months ago attracted 
delegations of executives from various 
American slates. 

Database 

The Saudi exhibit [ravelledall over the 
US. and was hailed as a major event in 
promoting understanding by Americans 
of the Arab role in history, civilisation and 
commerce. 

This role, as Arab- American analysis 
have stressed, has been little explored by 
the US educational system. 

Sedki. newly appointed lo head the two- 
year old US^Arab Chamber. is a lawyer by 
profession and said he took the post on a 
voluntary basis. 

A key "element likely to be pursued in 
such Arab-American delegations to the 


region as Sedki's. a Gulf area specialist 
who spoke to Kuna on background 
speculated, was. “there is an opportunity 
to have a political role; and that l don’t 
think it's wed understood (by Americans 
generally ) what the impact of Arab trade is 
on the US on the local level.’* 

This source said he and others were 
involved in putting together a special com- 
puter database documenting the impor- 
tant and longtime link between trade and 
the US economy at large. 

He said not only American businessmen 
but American politicians as well would 
become aware through such services of 
lost business opportunities. 

They would be informed that, “while 
you're' standing there bashing the Arabs 
and writing blank checks to the Israelis, 
Mr Congressman, we can now tell you that 
there are ‘X‘ jobs at stake in your district 
and we are not going to hesitate to let your 
constituencies know this." 

Constraints 

Others have suggested in tandem infor- 
ming union leaders in key defence industry 
states like California that mass layoffs and 
bankruptcies often result largely from the 
killing of large Arab arms sales due to 


heavy-handed pressures on Congress by 
the Israel lobby. 

One proposed Saudi aircraft sale alone, 
Iosl to Great Britain last year after Israeli 
pressure, reportedly could have meant 
thousands of jobs to the private sector and 
billions of dollars in cash for states now 
suffering economic downturns. 

Trade in the past five years has declined 
oveT 20 per cent, Sedki said, broadly 
attributing the impact of Israel's lobby for 
these drops. 

Another key factor lhat acts as a disin- 
centive, he said, echoing complaints of 
many Arab-American spokesmen, is the 
US anti-Arab boycott laws. 

Asian and European firms do not 
operate under such constrain is. Sedki said, 
mailing cases he has bad of lawyers haras- 
sed by US government bureaucrats For 
even being suspected — erroneously in 
some cases — of complying with the 
Damascus-based bycott office. 

Sedki spoke as well of “hoops" the 
American turns had tojump through to do 
almost any kinds of business in the Arab 
world. 

“And unfortunately it's small to 
medium sized businesses lhat don’t have 


the resources, and the experience lo com- 
ply with the multitude of American laws." 

Heritage 

The upshot is the Americans 7 frustra- 
tion at time-consuming laws, that poten- 
tial billions of dollars in combined earn- 
ings that could benefit the U S and the Arab 
world are lost, the Arab-American Cham- 
ber of Commerce chief pointed odt. 

Sedki said, in any case, “the importance 
of irade as a political device within the 
United States is something people should 
know about," adding, “though, that as a 
tax-exempt organisation the Arab- 
American Chamber does no lobbying per 
se.” 

On the positive side of the trade ledger, 
Sedki emphasised, was the growing pride 
in heritage exhibited in recent years by 
Americans of Arab ancestry. 

“All the Arab-American groups — the 
National Association of Arab Americans 
(N AAA), Arab American Institute (AAI), 
American Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee (ADC) have everybody fed a 
lot more comfortable with their enlh- 
nicity,” Sedki stated. 

He wanted to clarify that his organisa- 
tion was not the Washington branch of the 


now-defunct New York-based US-Arab 
Chamber of Commerce. 

That organisation existed for many 
years, and Sedki explained lhat his new 
unit was meant to “replace the New York 
operation and consolidate all the cham- 
bers (including one in Chicago and 
another in San Francisco) under one 
fraternal roof.” 

There a re now about 800 members oft he 
“umbrella group" he chairs, many old- 
timers having been absorbed from the 
defunct "chamber," Sedki told Kuna in an 
interview. 

Dialogue 

Asked to assess the impact on trade ol 
the Bush administration's recent halt in 
the US-PLO dialogue, Sedki said. “I guess 
to the extent that one believes that trade is 
influenced by the overall quality of the 
(US-Arab) relationship, then presumably 
trade will suffer. 

“Particularly, where there are 
politically sensitive trade issues like 
military infrastructure; where there are 
often political overtones to the trade then 
naturally" there are likely to be repercus- 
sions.

Freight 

rates 

revised 

THE chairman of the Economic 
Reactivation Follow-up Com- 
mittee and Governor of the Cen- 
tral Bank of Kuwait Sheikh 
Salem Abdul Aziz Al Sabah has 
said that two ministerial 
decisions have of late been issued 
to revise the rates ofloading and 
unloading freight to 40 per cent 
instead of 25 per cent. This 
decision falls within the frame- 
work of efforts exerted to 
activate t heoperation of Kuwaiti 
ports. 

He told a local daily Uiat the 
ministerial derision revises the 
free dem urrage period for transit 
goods, depending on the type of 
goods to become 30 instead of 10 
days, and 1 5 instead of four. 

He also said lhat another min- 
isterial decision was adopted by 
the minister of finance facilitat- 
ing curstoms procedures as of 
May I, which also introduced 
revisions on the freight lists and 
set up new system for the opera- 
tion of customs storehouses. 

He said that the charges and 
duties collected by Kuwaiti ports 
from the owners of goods and 
ship agents come second in the 
level of low value following the 
ports of Abu Dhabi and Dubai. 


Pager system to 
be expanded 

BOARD director of the Mobile Telephone Company, Abdullah A] 
Sabej said that the company is currently working towards selecting and 
evaluating several offers for the expansion of the ‘pager system." The 
new expanded system will introduce 50,000 units during the next year 
and will have a maximum capacity of 100,000 units during the next five 
years. 

Interviewed by a local daily, Sabej indicated that the pager system is 
considered a new service which was presented by the company two 
years ago. Demand was limited at the beginning but has increased 
considerably recently. The company has distributed tea thousand 
pagers in addition to receiving more than 4,000 applications which will 
be covered during ihe last quarter of this year. 

He staled lhat when the company undertakes modernising any 
service, more concerns are accorded to agreeing with international 
equipment in this field. He pointed out lhat the use of the pager system 
in Kuwait is equivalent to four times the use of the same system in 
European countries. 

Sabej indicated that the company is currently looking for modifica- 
tions to the system which will cna bfe users to obtain callers numbers. He 
indicated that such modifications will be introduced in the system next 
January. He stated that the new facility will prevent harrassment from 
some callers and aims at unifying the system with GCC states, applied 
pager systems. 

He stressed that the company is directly contacting similar GCC 
companies to achieve full co-operation in the field. A special meeting 
was held last week in this regard in order to select a unified system for 
mobile telephones system. 

Regarding the pressing problem of lines pressure suffered by subs- 
cribers, Sabej stressed lhat the company intends to take steps towards 
improving this section of the service. He stated (hat such steps indude 
the formation of a new division to be completed next March. The new 
division is expected lo resolve the problem and another expansion to 
the system wiU also be carried oul within a month. 

He explained that high pressure times differ from one time to 
another. He pointed out that more pressure is applied on the system 
usually during the final week each month due lo ibe fact that many 
youths consume the remaining free time facility. 


468 new 
TB cases 
discovered 
in 1989 

ACCORDING to a survey study 
on tuberculosis in Kuwait, 468 
new cases were discovered dur- 
ing 1989. 

A local daily quoted figures 
and results reached by the study 
which showed that rate of 
developing TB among residents 
in Kuwait reached 24.85 per cent 
per 100,000, whereas the number 
of new cases of all types of TB 
discovered in 1 988 was 480 at the 
rate of 24.51 percent. 

The study revealed that 
Kuwaitis suffer from TB at the 
rateofl 1.31 percent per 1,000, in 
contrast to previous percentage 
recorded in 1965 which was 273 
per cent per 100,000 people, 
which showsagradualdropsince 
then. 

The study repealed. Jhe 
number of new cases , amgn 
stateless reade^dxad^qp^ 
from 169 in 1 965 ,to36 cases ordy 
as recorded last year,’ stressing 
that patients with TB mainly 
resided in Jahra, Suiaibikhat, 
Farwaniya and Fahaheel. 

The study stressed that the 
majority of patients are young 
people coming to Kuwait for 
wore. 


implemented by all airlines. He 
added that many travellers fail to 
arrive at departure time which 
inflicts huge losses. He stressed 
that KAC does not adopt die 
surplus reservation policy unless 
there is a pressing need. 

He indicated that the travellers 
card system is still under study by 
the corporation adding that in 
order to implement the system, 
measures have to be taken to 
cover the system's technical and 
computer requirements.

Power and 
water rates 
to stay 
the same 

KUWAIT, June 27, (Kuna): 
Minister ofElec tricity and Water 
Hmoud Abdullah A 1 Rqohah 
said today that the government 
has no intention ofincreasingthe 
prices of electricity and water on 
citizens, but on the contrary will 
continue supporting these 
utilities. 

In an interview published in 
latest edition of Kuwait 
magazine, published by the Min- 
istry of Information Rqobnh 
said that the government had 
taken necessary precautions to 
avoid what happened in Decem- 
ber 1988 and April of 1989. when 
the electricity went off. 

Concerning the project of 
Shatt Al Arab, and drawing its 
water to Kuwait, the electricity 
official said lhat the ministry had 
just ended a study evaluating the 
technical tenders and is studying 
financial tenders, and in accor- 
dance to these studies a chan- 
cellor will be chosen to design 
and supervise the work fulfill- 
ment of this projecL 
Headded that the ministry had 
agreed with a local company to 
implement a technical survey 
and study the soil. 

Asked about the linking 
Kuwait with Iraq in electricity lo 
provide the southern parts of 
Iraq with electricity, Rqobah 
said that this project had 
exceeded a long path, since an 
agreement had already been sig- 
ned between the two countries in 
March 1989. 


Saudi Arabia spends

Health care available for all

SAUDI Communications Mini- 
ster Hussein Mansouri has said 
that relevant government auth- 
orities ha ve at directives from the 
Custodian of the Two Holy 
Mosques King Fahd Bin Abdul 
Aziz executed a large integrated 
network of roads, bridges and 
tunnels both inside the holy town 
of Makkah and the area of the 
sacred locations, which is inten- 
ded to facilitate access by bajjis 
and provide them with means of 
com fort and safety. 

.He told Seyassah that con- 
struction works are still in 
progress to complete the internal 
ring road in Makkah, adding 
ihatffie length ’of this road and all 
i ramps, and inter- 

sectibasare about 25 kilometres. 

• Tirpointed out that the future 
plans for communication 
projects in hajj area includes a 
number of works which aims at 
developing the areas as a whole, 
and interconnect its component 
parts, which includes the com- 
pletion of stage four of the Mak- 
kah ring road and related inter- 
sections, a project with a total 
cost of over Saudi riyals 140. 
million. 

Mansouri added that future 
projects also include the plan- 
ning and organisation of the 
Arafat area which aims at the 
construction of pedestrian 
arcades to protect them from 
sunstrokes, the completion of the 
ring road around Arafat area 


and the construction of car parks 
at a total cost of Saudi riyals 234 
million. 

He pointed out that the 
proposed inter-Gulf railway net- 
work receives due attention from 
the concerned official authorities 
in the GCC countries, and that 
two international consultants 
have already been assigned to 
undertake the necessary pre- 
development study for this 
project for submission to the 
council ofGCCcomm uni cations 
minister, as the project is still 
receiving deep co-ordinated con- 
sideration. 

He said that the majority of 
GCC countries are currently 
interlinked by an' asphalted road 
network, of which some, are not 
quite up to the desired standard 
capacity-wise and others do not 
serve the overland linkage pur- 
poses. 

He added that therefore the 
council of GCCcommunica tions 
ministers has taken a decision to 
improve and expand these roads 
as well as optimise their perfor- 
mance and modify the routing of 
others and to perform all neces- 
sary studies needed for this tar- 
get. 

He said that the Saudi king- 
dom has a coast line on the Red 
Sea and the Arabian Gulf stret- 
ching over 1,500 miles, and the 
government has provided 
modern ports and harbours all 
interlinked with a road network 
to ensure easy transport of 


goods, equipment and people, 
stressing that the marine trans- 
port sector has over the past 
years been the scene of great 
progress due to the consistent 
support of Saudi officials. 

He said that the GCC. since its 
establishment, has been inces- 
santly working for stepping up 
co-operation and integration 
between its members, in 
emphasis of the major existing 
common factors of unity: 
religion, language, history, 

. mutual interest and fate. 

Aspirations 

He added that al( 
achievements so far attained by 
the GCC have come to embody 
the aspirations of the leaders and 
people of the members countries 
in fortifying the bases of security, 
and stability and to ensure 
greater luxury and progress as 
well as brotherly cohesion bet- 
ween these countries. 

Meanwhile, Minister of Public 
Health in the Saudi kingdom 
Faisal AI Hajiian has said that 
the ministry has prepared a com- 
prehensive plan to provide hajjis 
with all needed health services 
during the present season, mobil- 
ising for this purpose more than 
10.000 medical, technical and 
professional people, besides the 
plans developed for the same 
purpose by the Saudi Red Cres- 
cenL Society, faculties of 
medicine and health institutes 
where work is progressing on a 
24-hour basis. 


Sheep pour in for sacrifice 


RIYADH, June 27, (AP): Shi- 
ploads of sheep from New 
Zealand are arriving at Saudi 
Arabia's ports in preparation for 
the baj ritual animal sacrifice 
next week, a New Zealand 
embassy spokesman said today. 

New Zealand is sending 
500,000 sheep to Saudi Arabia 
through Al M ukairish and Sons, 
the Saudi company contracted 
by the Islamic Development 
Bank to purchase sheep 
specifically for the haj. 

The IDB-purehased sheep will 
be slaughtered by proxy on 
behalf of pilgrims who choose 
that method. Many prefer to 
make the sacrifice themselves. 

The embassy spokesman, who 
is not named in line with regula- 
tions. said that another 400,000 
sheep are coming from New 
Zealand outside of the LDB con- 
tract. 

He said the shiploads would 
continue through to Monday, 
the day when an estimated 2 
million Muslims gathered for the 
annual pilgrimage to Islam’s 
holiest shrines at Makkah and 
Madina culminate the haj rites 
by slaughtering animals in com- 
memoration of Prophet Abra- 
ham's offering of his son to god. 
1 1 marks the sta rt of the three-day 
Eid Al Adba or feast of sacrifice. 


Other countries providing the 
kingdom with live animals 
include Turkey and Somalia. 
Aside from sheep, the hajjis or 
pilgrims can sacrifice goats and 
camels. 

Australia, which normally 
exports three million sheep a yea r 
to Saudi Arabia, is not directly 
involved with the haj since the 
ritual sacrifice requires young 
ram lambs with undipped tails. 

Australian sheep, raised 


primarily for wool and not for 
meat, are generally not suitable 
for haj because of their age. New 
Zealand sheep are raised for 
meat 

Sheep trade between Saudi 
Arabia and Australia is currently 
suffering due to several rejec- 
tions of Australian sheep at 
Saudi ports. Ten shipments 
carrying a total of 485,000 sheep 
have teen rejected since July 
1989, with the Saudis citing 
health concerns. 


Islamic charity committee 

KUWAIT, June 27, (Kuna): The Indian Continent Committee, an 
affiliate of the Revival of the Islamic Heritage Society, has accompli- 
shed 600 Islamic charity projects so far in Pakistan, India, Sri Lanka, 
Bangladesh, Nepal and Maldives. 

The director of mosques construction and Islamic projects At the 
society Tarek Al Issa told Kuna today lhat the committee has built 350 
mosques, 30 schools, 3 hospitals and dug 500 wells. 

The society has offered 850 sheep within its project of “Sacrifice 
sheeps outside Kuwait" to Muslims in India, Pakistan and other 
Islamic countries, 

On the current projects of the society he said that the committee is 
budding five mosques in Kerala state in India. 

He pointed oul that most of the support and funds come from 
Kuwaitis and expressed the Indian subcontinent Muslim community’s 
gratitude to the people of Kuwait for their support.

Norway faces one of its biggest tests 

Curbing oil outputto end 


OSLO. June 27, (Reuter); Norway's Tour- 
year-old policy of curbing oil output to help 
Opcc support prices faces one or its biggest 
tests next month — after the restraints are 
abandoned. 

The end of the policy from July 1 means 
North Sea oil firms will no longer have to 
pump oil at five per cent below capacity. It 
should in theory immediately raise output by 
almost W.000 barrels per day (bpd) to a 
record around 1.79 million. 

Bui even Norway admits that its estimate 
oil output capacity in the first half 1990 was 
too high. Qpec nations wonder about the 
validity or “curbs" based on over-estimates. 

Any rises in output may be eliminated in the 
short term. 

Oil Minister Eivind Reiten said he expected 
Norway's output in the second half of 1990 
would rise to around 1 .70 million bpd from an 


average of just above 1.60 million in the first 
half. 

The figures are well short of the 1 .79 million 
bpd the ministry forecast last December as 
production capacity for the first half of 1990. 
With a five percent cut, production in the first 
six months of [990 was meant to be 1.70 
million. 

First half production capacity “might have 
been a slight overestimate, but it's always 
hard to project Lhe amount exactly and there 
have been problems at the Gullfuks field." he 
said. 

Sources at several oil firms said companies 
often submitted optimistic output forecasts to 
the Norwegian authorities forapproval, hop- 
ing any curbs would still mean they could 
pump at full capacity. 

“The cuts are mainly a sign of political will 
to Opec." one oil company official said. 


“Quotas are also given on (he assumption 
that all wells work properly, which isn't realis- 
tic." 

Reiten said the policy had helped stabilise 
the market. He noted several fields have had 
to close briefly after exceeding quotas set since 
restraints were introduced in 1986. 

■ Norwegian oil workers shut down 
production at the North Sea Ekofisk Bravo 
platform Tuesday in sympathy with a two- 
month strike by the field’s scaffolding work- 
ers. 

The action by 120 members of the Federa- 
tion of Oil Workers Unions will last indefin- 
itely, said union secretary Per Ove Oekland. 

The union stopped production of 40.000 
barrels a day of crude oil and 1 80 million cubic 
metres of gas at Bravo, operated by Phillips 

Petroleum Company Norway.

“People are reeling that may be yester- 
day's sell-olT wjs overdone on the basis of incomplete 
information." 

I n Frankfurt, the dollar closed lower at l .6630 Deutsche 
marks against 1 .6770 at close yesterday. 

The dollar was down in Zurich ac 1.4075 Swiss ftancs 
against 1.4l25ai rhe previous night's dose. 

In London, sterling had a cautious day due mainly to 
Prime Minister Thatcher giving a less than enthusiastic 
reaction to plans for European monetary union sketched 
out al the European Economic Community summit meet- 
ing in Dublin. 

The pound closed higher al Sf.7430 compared to 
S 1 .7375ycsicrduy. unchanged against the morning's open. 

The US unit closed lower in Paris, Brussels and M ilan. at 
5.5855 francs against 5.6315. at 34.18 Belgian francs 
against 34.48. and at 1.219.30 against 1.229.25 at close 
yesterday. 

Earlier in Tokyo, the dollar plunged against the Japan- 
ese yen, in anticipation of lower US interest rales after 
President Bush's remarks. 

The dollar closed al 154.35 yen. down 0.88 yen from 
yesterday's dose of 1 55.23 yen, the Bank of Japan said. 

In Zurich, gold was higher at S3 50. 50 an ounce against 


$349.50. and also closed higher in London at $350 com- 
pared to $349.75 an ounce. 

Silver was higher in Zurich, at $4.85 an ounce compared 
to 54.80 an ounce and it was higher in London at $4.83 an 
ounce from $4.79 an ounce. 

At the start of foreign exchange trading in Switzerland 
today, one Kuwaiti dinar was trading at 4.7744 Swiss 
francs, against the closing rate of 4.8087 yesterday even- 
ing. rhe Swiss-Kuwairi Bank reported. 

Against the dinar, the German mark opened at 5.6687 
(5.7175). the pound sterling 1 .9596 ( 1.9628), Japanese yen 
526.260 J j 528.7861 ), and the US dollar remained unchan- 
ged at 3.41 15. 

In Kuwait, the Kuwaiti dinar interbank deposit market 
remained quiet as operators continued to cover their 
positiions over the impending Eid Al Adha holiday, 
dealers said. 

The market was short in overnight, they said, and the 
rate firmed slightly, /ater being quoted at 8-3/4. 8-1/2 per 
cent. All other short dates were quoted around 8-3/4 8-3/8. 
Little business was seen in fixed dates, and rales were 
basically unchanged. 

The Central Bank fixed the dinar at 0.29236/46 to the 
dollar. 

The Saudi riyal interbank deposit market was unchan- 
ged today, as most operators had already covered their 
positions ahead of next week's Eid holiday, said dealers. 

Rates in both short dates and fixed dates were quoted 
t he some as yesterday's, and were expected to remain stable 
over the holiday period, they added. 

The spot riyal was quoted around 3.7502/5 to the dollar. 

In New York. US Treasury bond prices rose and the 
dollar fell yesterday after President Bush said he would 
considers new taxes, a move that economists say could 
push down US interest rates.

KUWAIT Petroleum Corporation’s agreement with Japanese clients 
offering them a 70-eem per barrel cut in oil prices for July ii flings was 
put ofT until after the Eid holidays, a Kuwaiti source said yesterday. 

A Japanese buyer confirmed that it is only a question of time before 
the agreement is struck. “The room for argument has been exhausted.” 
he said. He told the Arab Times that KPC telexed their proposal for a 
price cut last T uesday allowing only a day for final acceptance from the 
Tokyo head office before the last weekend in June that is to be followed 
by an eight-day Eid holiday in Kuwait. 

The delay is uncharacteristic as agreements are usually sealed at least 
a fortnight before they take effect. 

The draft agreement for July proposes a price per barrel of Kuwaiti 
crude that equals Oman/Dubai minus SI. 45 and gives KPC an option 
to revise the price upwards for August and September liftings. Prices are 
negotiated on a quarterly basis while quantities are fixed annually. 
Japan's oil imports from Kuwait stand at about 200,000 barrels per 
day. If the price is not agreed Japanese buyers can turn elsewhere for t he 
supplies. 

With Saudi Arabia and Iran having cut the price of their heavy crude 
earlier this month Kuwait had no choice but to follow suit. If it didn't 
the Japanese could half their oil imports from KuwaiL 
The Japanese trader rejected speculation of a price war saying that 
producers were cutting but not undercutting the price. "What Saudi 
Arabia did was in line with market trends. Iran and Kuwait which have 
the same type of heavy crude had to do the same.” he said. 

According to agency reports the Saudi discount, which caused prices 
to tumble by up to a dollar a barrel, triggered fears that were 
immediately dispelled by Saudi Arabia that the world’s biggest expor- 
ter wanted to increase volume risking a price war. The Saudis have said 
that their move was merely to defend the kingdom's Opec quota of 5.38 
million barrels per d?y.

We have 
calculated the 4.5 million bpd 
production figure carefully after 
taking all factors into account. 

We do not see the necessity of 
making more investment than we

The minister disclosed that 
'Iran hoped to get 20 billion 
barrels in extra reserves with 
secondary oil recovery methods. 
Asked what percentage of the 
country's foreign exchaage earn- 
ings would come from oil and gas 
respectively, he replied that most 
of the income would be gen- 
erated through oil. 

Aghazadeh referred to Iran's 
recent gas deal with the Soviet 
Union, adding that many other 
countries had also expressed an 
interest in the country's gas.

South Africa, Australia. Canada and the United States account for 
more than 70 percent of total Western world gold production. 

Output in South Africa, the world’s largest producer, fell last year and 
there is likely to be a continued decline, said Tom Main, chicfexccutivcof 
the Chamber of Mines of South Africa, the country's leading mineow- 
ners' association.

Morocco reaches agreement on $130m IMF loan 


N EW Y O RK, J une 27. ( Reuter): The govem- 
meni of Morocco has reached agreement in 
principle with lhe International Monetary 
Fund under which lhe fund will provide the 
country with a $130 million loan over nine 
months, monetary sources said. 

The loan is intended to be an interim stan- 
dby agreement until a longer and more com- 
prehensive IMF lending programme is put iri 
place, (he monetary sources said. 

The loan must now be approved by the 
IMF’s board, which routinely meets three 


times a week. Sources estimate that approval 
of the loan will come in the latter half of July. 

“This is an interim standby loan that 
precedes a medium-term, or three year loan 
agreement.” a monetary source said. 

Negotiations an an Extended Fund 
Facility (EFF) are under way between 
Morocco and the IMF, the sources said. 

He said it is possible the EFF will be 
provided before the lapse of the nine-month 
standby loan. 

“You can assume that the EFF will be i n the 


range of approximately Si 30 million a year 
for three years," the source added. 

An EFF agreement is necessary for 
Morocco to use official resources — from the 
IMF. the World Bank and sovereign govern- 
ments, most likely France — to reduce its debt 
in a programme arranged by itt commercial 
bank lenders. 

Morocco has been billed as one of the 
beneficiaries of US Treasury Secretary 
Nicholas Brady’s 15-momh old debt reduc- 
tion initiative.

WASHINGTON. June 27. 
(Opecna): The United States and 
other governments should admil 
that part of the official debt owed 
them by developing countries is 
unredeemable and they should 
stop going through the 
“charade” of rescheduling this 
debt in the Paris Club talks, a 
report released here suggests. 

The report by the House 
Appropriations Committee 
accompanies the foreign assis- 
tance bill that now goes to the full 
House of Represen la lives for 
consideration. 

It says that “lhe snowballing 
effect of piling more and more 
official debt and interest on top 
of ilselPfor future repayment is 
causing had official debt to 
expand geometrically” and will 
make lhe prohlem more difficull 
to solve in the future. 

Loans 

The Paris Club process, in 
which debtor countries typically 
negotiate economic reform 
programmes with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
to qualify for rescheduling, 
works well when a country's 
economic problems are small 
and the IMF programme is well 
designed, claims the report. 

But in many cases, it adds, lhe 
IMF programmes are “highly 
unrealistic" and debtor countries 
have later been obliged to begin 
the process all over again when 
their ability to repay did not 
improve. 

The US government is owed 
about S65 billion by other gover- 
nments and also has over $22 
billion in loan guarantees out- 
standing under programmes of 
the l»S Agency for International 
Development, the Defence 
Security Assistance Agency, the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
and the Export-Import Bank, 
says the report. 

Accords 

It maintains that since 1980 
US officials have signed over 140 
Paris Club rescheduling 
agreements, addressing a total of 
over $15 billion in debt. The 
frequency and the amounts 
involved have risen throughout 
the past 10 years with the amount 
rescheduled in the second half of 
the decade about five times that 
in the first five years. 

The report notes that the US 
foreign aid programme is becom- 
ing ensnared in the problem with 
the nation's aid money being 
used to pay the US back lor its 
old loans. 

Warning 

"The a bsurdi Cy ofgi vingcou n- 
tries foreign assistance grants 
which are then largely used to 
repay the US is obvious and is 
even more troubling when many 
of these same countries have very 
large, poor populations,” the 
report observes. 

It particularly warns that 
failure by governments to admit 
thal a portion of their debts are 
unredeemable “could have enor- 
mous geopolitical consequences 
in Eastern Europe.” where the 
US should be maximising oppor- 
tunities to stabilise the political 
and economic reforms that are 
currently being implemented in 
the region. 

LDC ministers 
meet US 
leaders on debt 

WASHINGTON, June 27, (AP): 
Four foreign ministers represent- 
ing the world’s poorest countries 
have appealed to US leaders to 
help them with debt relief 
programme and other measures 
to reduce poverty by the end of 
the decade. 

Ministers from Bangladesh, 
Sudan, Somalia and Togo were 
delegated by the group of 42 
LDCs. or least developed coun- 
tries, to visit creditor nations and 
“sensitise" them to the mag- 
nitude of their socio-economic 
problems, said their spokesman. 
Bangladesh Embassy Minister 
Mahbubul Alam. 

The four met President 
George Bush on Monday at the 
White House barbecue for the 
diplomatic corps.

The ministers have made the 
trip in preparation for the second 
UN conferenceon LDCs in Paris 
this September.

Washington. June 27,(AP): 
President George Bush yester- 
day barred new oil leasing off 
much of California and Florida, 
the North Atlantic coast, 
Washington and Oregon until 
after the year 2000. 

“Further steps to protect the 
environment are needed,*' he 
said. 

Bush also cancelled planned 
government oil lease sales in an 
area stretching south from San 
Francisco to Monterey Bay and 
said he would permanently block 
any drilling in a 2.200-square- 
mile (5.900 square kilometre) 
proposed marine sanctuary that 
lies within that region. 

However. Bush said tracts in 
the Santa Maria Basin and Sama 
Barbara Channel or southern 
California would be available for 
leasing consideration at the 
beginning of 1 996 if studies show 
the environment can be protec- 
ted there. 

“The combined effect of these 
decisions is that the coast of 
southwest Florida and more 
than 99 percent of the California 
coast will be off limits to oil and 
gas leasing and development 
until after the year 2006," Bush 
said. 

In the case of Florida, where 
the government already has sold 
73 leases to oil firms in an area off 
the Florida Keys, Bush said he is 
directing Interior Secretary 
Manuel Lujan to begin a process 
that “may lead to the buy-back 
and cancellation of existing 
leases." 

Further, he said, “any 
development after the year 2000 
would be pursued only if it 
a p pears viable based on the guid- 
ing principles" of environmental 
protection, energy- needs and sig- 
nificant potential for oil produc- 
tion. 

Along the New England coast. 
Bush announced a delay that 
administration officials already 
had signalled. He said a sale of 
leases in the Georges Bank area 
east of Cape Cod. Massa- 
chusetts. will be cancelled until at 
least 2000. 

“This will allow lime for 
additional studies to determine 
the resource potential of the area 
and address the environmental 
and scientific concerns which 
have been raised." Bush said in 
his statement. 

Georges Bank, an underwater 
plateau that is about 175 miles 
1280 kilometres) long and lies 50 
to 150 miles (.80 to 240 
kilometres) cast of Cap Cod. is 
one or the world's richest 
fisheries. Congress has protected 
the region from oil drilling for the 
past several years by imposing 
moratoriums.

Acknowledge problem paying $2b bills 


MOSCOW. June 27, (AP): A Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman yesterday acknowledged the 
Soviet Union was having trouble paying S2 
billion in foreign bills but asked for more 
Western credits to help move toward a market 
economy. 

“We're experiencing some commercial dif- 
ficulties now." Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady I. Gerasimov told a regular news 
briefing.’ “Our perfectly immaculate record 
on the external market or always paying our 
debts is now under question.” 

Gerasimov quoted Soviet state bank 
president Viktor Gerashchenko as saying the 
Soviet Union has a current accounts deficit, 
the difference between cash on hand and 
outstanding bills. ofS2 billion. 

He said this was due to several factors, 
including the disruption involved in the tran- 
sition from cemral planning to a market econ- 
omy and the expansion of private enterprises, 
which now can make their own independent 
deals with foreign firms. 


Despite its current difficulties, Gerasimov 
said the Soviet Union needed more Western 
economic credits like the 5-billion-mark (S3. 1 
billion) West German bank credit backed by 
the Bonn government this week. 

“If we have credits, it will be easier for us to 
have economic reform/' be said. 

European Community leaders meeting in 
Dublin this week agreed to help the ailing 
Soviet economy, but first ordered aides to 
consult with the Kremlin about proposals for 
short-term loans and long-term assistance. 

France and Germany had urged their 
European colleagues to adopt an immediate 
SI 5-billion aid package. 

Gerasimov said (he Soviet Union's econ- 
omic potential should be sufficient collateral 
guaranteeing large-scale economic credits 
will be repaid with interest. He insisted such 
help was not aid. 

“it's nol aid. it’s credit," he said. “This 
credit must be returned, must be paid back 
with interest. 


“To pay them back with interest, we must 
work harder, so it's just a kind of input to our 
perestroika." be said, referring to Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev's programme 
of economic reform. 

Gerasimov said there were no detailed 


plans for implementing massive infusions of 
foreign credits. The lack of such a plan “is a 


little bit of danger." but it is premature to 
worry about it now, Gerasimov said. 

The Soviet business weekly commersant 
said deliveriesTfrom foreign companies worth 
up to S500 million have gone unpaid since 
October 1 989. It said similar debts nave been 
run up before, but were always taken care of 
by credits from the foreign economic bank. 

’ Many foreign companies have been giving 
their Soviet partners more time to makegood 
on their debts. 

A Western diplomat, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said the Soviet, current 
account debt has been steadily growing as 
imports continue to surpass exports.

Yes to new taxes 


WASHINGTON. June 27. 
(Reuter): President George Bush 
has given a decisive push to bud- 
get talks resuming today between 
US congressional leaders and 
White House officials by aban- 
doning his campaign promise of 
“No new taxes.” 

The President made his 
decision to collect more taxes in 
the face of a rising deficit now 
projected at S 1 60 billion forfiscal 
1991 . It balloons to $2 30 billion if 
the costs of bailing out troubled 
Savings and Loans institutions 
are included. 

With budget talks stalled. 
Bush called together the top five 
leaders of Congress for breakfast 
yesterday. 

They negotiated for two hours 
before issuing a statement in 
Bush's name which contained 
the following key phrase: 

“It is clear to me that both the 
size of the deficit problem and the 
need for a package that can be 
enacted require ... tax revenue 
increases." 

Democrats were elated. 

Republicans, however, alter- 
nated between being stunned and 
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asserting that the president had 
said nothing new. 

But it made ail the difference 
for the budget summit, which 
had gone nowhere since Bush 
first convened it in May. 

Democrats, afraid of being 
blamed by Republicans in a mid- 
term election year for raising 
taxes, had refused to be the first 
to propose tax increases — or 
anything else. 

With Bush's statement aban- 
doning his 1988 campaign pledge 
of “Read my lips — no new 
taxes/’ House Speaker Thomas 
Foley signalled an end to the 
strategy of sitting on the 
sidelines. 

"All of the members of the 
group will be putting forth ideas 
and participating" now. said the 
Washington Democrat.

US wants

TOKYO, June 27, (UPI): Trade 
talks with Japan have snagged, 
and the United States wants 
Japanese political leaders to get 
mvolred, a senior US administra- 
tion official on the negotiating 
team said today. 

“We have said that we needed 
political input on both sides at 
higher levels than the 
negotiators," he told reporters at 
a briefing. 

President Bosh already made 
an important contribution to the 
talks by announcing yesterday 
that he will consider new taxes to 
cot the federal deficit, the official 
said- Bash’s proposals were wel- 
comed by Japanese officials, but 
some expressed doubts about con- 
gressioittri co-operation.

Tfe convention defines nightwork as “a period of not less, than consecutive 
hours including the interval from midnight to Sam . " / . ' 

Various safeguards included health checks before and at regnlar intervals 
during assignment, adequate first-aid facilities, and compensation in tbefonnof 
working time, pay or similar benefits. . .; 

Another new convention adopted by the ILO’s 1990 assembly laid down 
stricter safery measures in the use'offaazazdous chemicals. 

Employers will in future be obliged among other things to provide workers

: Alston ha4 been strongly attracted to modem 
dance and had benefited from the foundation of the 
London Contemporary Dance School and Com- 
panyin l966.He had studied, performed and started 
creating works there, formed his own adventurous 
breakaway, group, Strider, then moved for two 


years to New York, where be worked with Merce 

Cunningham. 

On bis mum to London in 1978, Abton'acrealive 
Mjfk had much matured, and his * rnv *J 
choreographer with the Rambert was » produce 
some exciting and admi r ably dean-lined choreogra- 
phy. 

Dame Marie Rambert died in 1982. In 1986 
Alston was invited to become arlilitc director or toe 
company, which soon altered its name to the Ram- 
bert Dance Company, an. acknowlaJgemeni or its 
cleat new identity under his leadership. 

In iu ear liest years during the late 1 920* and early 
30s. the Rambert company’s productions boasted 
fine design and excellent music Alston has 
comparable imagination in engaging some of the 
most adventurous and interesting talents to con- 
tribute music ami darign^and Has encouraged like- 
minded choreographers to work for him. 

L'ndcr his guidance, the Rambert Dance Com- 
pany has a strong personality and must be con- 
sidered the most alert and creatively brave of any 
dance ensemble — dasrieal or modem — in Britain 
today 

A fair idea of its character can be gained from the 
1990 repertory. There are works designed by some 
of the brightest figures in British contemporary art 
- Bruce MacLewt and Jack Smith — and scorn by 
such distinguished composers as Harnson Binwiw 
tic and Peter Maxwell Davies. 

There is ch or eogr a p h y by Alston himself, and by 
Siobhan Davies, who «u with him at the London 
School of Contemporary Dance and with whom he 
cotoboreled in the eariy Strider experiments. Other 
choreographers iaduoe Memo Cunningham -• 
w hose “Septet*' the company dances exquisitely well 
— and another important American creator, T nsha 
Brown. 

There are to be new pieces by Alston, by Ashley 
Page — a dancer with theRoyal Ballet who has now 
created three works for Rambert — and by Gary 
Lambert, There is also to be revival of one of the 
early Glen Tetley pieces that helped form the new 
Ballet Rambert image in the 1960s. 

The overall impression is of a company bnmming 
with vitality, creative energy, and an open-minded 
willingness to ex tend the boundaries of the repertory 
by involving fine and adventurous talents in its 
activities. It is identifiably Alston’s company, of 
course, reflecting his constant quest for the new, but 
it is also a true and vivid attention of the old Ballet 
Rambert which gave so much and so influentially to 
the development of British ballet in the 1930s.

IF A! Capone is ihe first name 
which springs to mind when 
American gangsters are men- 
tioned. his counterpart Tor Engl- 
ish people must certainly be the 
Kray Twins. Ronnie and Reggie 
terrorised the East End of Lon- 
don for 10 years until the mid 
oU's. when they were finally 
nailed for murders which each 
carried out personally, in cold 
Wood. 

The film The Krays caused a 
furore e»en before it was 
released, due to the royalties paid 
to the twins who are both still in 
jail. When the film soared to 
number one in the box office a 
couple of months ago. everyone 
(hough it was simply due to the 
sensational nature of the subject, 
and the film was heavily criti- 
cised !br glorify mg crime. 

In fact. The Krays is a very 
good film a worthy successor 
in 'The Long Good Friday/ 
which tries to explain how the 
Twins' background led to their 
later behaviour. Both are por- 
trayed unsympathetically {by 
pop stars Gary and Martin 
Kcntpl as violent and spoilt 
youths ready to cut up anybody 
who happens to interfere with 
their daily lives, or who happens 
to meet them when they're hav- 
ing a bad day.

TORONTO, June 27. (Reuter): 
A Canadian government inquiry 
into drugs in sports slammed the 
Olympic movement yesterday 
for the widespread use of perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs but left 
disgraced Olympian Ben John- 
son some hope for a return to 
international competition. 

The report of that inquiry also 
said there is a moral crisis in 
■ ' sports and drug-use is wide- 
spread among Canadian ath- 
letes. 

The long-awaited report by 
Ontario judge Charles Dubin 
said the decision whether to 
allow disgraced Olympic sprinter 
Ben Johnson — banned for using 
drugs — to compete again should 
be left to sport administrators. 

Johnson, 27, is serving a two- 
year ban from international 
competition after testing positive 
for steroids at the Seoul Olym- 
pics in 1988 following his victory 
in the 100 meires. He was sub- 
sequent ly stripped of his medal. 

The Canadian government, 
which had banned Johnson for 
life, had been awaiting the report , 
by Ontario judge Charles Dubin 
I before deciding whether John- 
son can run again for Canada. 

“Those who cheated have 
threatened the very future of 
sport and tarnished its reputa- 
tion, perhaps irreparably. 

“They have also unfairly cast a 
cloud of suspicion over the 
majority of athletes who abide by 
the rules and have threatened 
their future financial support 
from governments, corporations 
and the general public." the 
report said. 

Dubin said it was clear John- 
son had used anabolic steroids 
for many years but was not fully 
aware of the health risks 
involved. 

Whet her he can compete again 
should be decided by the Olym- 
pic movement and the national 
track and field association Ath- 
letics Canada. 

But the ban on government 
training subsidies should con- 
tinue although Johnson has the 
right to appeal that punishment 
to an independent arbitrator.

0f Capriati is not the youngest 
plaver ever to participate at 
Wimbledon.

However, the Floridian still 
has a chance at becoming the 
Youngest Wibledon champion m 
history. Great Britain’s Lottie 
Dod was 1 5 years, 285 days when
